INTRODUCTION 

Oi\ March 1, M^7 I, I'.S. Comn^issiontT of l-Aluca- 
tif)n John OUnia sent a huter to lh(^ ^ovi^rnor of 
iKich staU^ inviting' the governor to advise hun on 
tile course of ai'tion lo he followed in in^phMin^il- 
inj^' Seclioiis 1202 and 120.'^ of liie hldcaiUion 
Ann*n(hiuMits of U>72. Secllon 1202 retjnires any 
slate lhal waiMs lo recc'vt^ assistance vmder Section 
or Title X of tiie sanu' act to eslafihsh a slate 
|)o>lsecoiKiary i'ducati(ni connnission that is hroad- 
ly and ec[vhtahly representative of the ^enenil 
pul)hi- and various ly[ns of postsecc^ndary inslitu- 
tioiis puhhc, prisati" nonfuofit an<l pro]iri(^lary. 
Section 12().'5 authori/.es ^^rants and tin hnicnl iissis- 
tance to 1he<e iomniis>U)ns for con^[)n^liensive 
Stat ewidi^ plannmti. 

In his leller. Commissainer Oltina e\])lained lliat

in Section 1202, that tiie oidy function authorized 
by law for the commissions was planning for 
poslsecondary education,, that a slate i-ould <iesig- 
nate the Sectio'h 1202 commission as the stale 
agency ivspousihlc^ for ic^rlain oUut fiuliTal pro- 
grams if it wanted to do so and lhal llu^ low 
re([uire(l tin* commission to lie iiroadly and ecjuit- 
ahiy rt^presenlative.

RESPONSES FROM STATES 

I. otters rt'oiMvtui hy C'oninussiontn" Otiina's ol'fii'i' 
on or l)ofon' A]>ril 25 nnval that 1;^ states plus Iho 
Dislrii'l of C*o!innbia, Anioriiai^ Samoa, (luam and 
Puerto Kieo had established Sevtion 1202 commis- 
sions. In addition, Alaska expressed a desire to lio 
so l)Ul was imahle to enael legislation in time to 
' meet the April 25 deadhne. Ihe other six states 
Colora<l(), Kentiieky, North Carolina, Tenness(H\ 
Virginia and Wiseonsin aulu ated that they did not 
desire to establish a commission at lliis time. Theri' 
\^■as no rosjionse from the Virgin Ishmds. Die only 
other eli^^Mhle territory. 

Of the 13 states that di<l eslal)Hsh commissions 
before the deadline, 15 chose Ihv opticus of 
estal)lishinj: new commissions, lU chose the option 
of designating existing state agencies or state 
commissions aiid 9 chose the o[)tion of aii^MniMilin*: 
(expanding, aui^nuMiting or reconstiUUin^) existing 
slate agencies or stale conitntssions. 'l lu^ District (d* 
Columbia and American Samoa chose the o]>ti(^n 
of eslahlishintj new^ commissions- Ciuam and Puerto 
Rico chose the option of au^mcntinb^ tvxistin^ state 
agencies or state commissions. 

'I he tabic on i)a^e ISS shows th(^ o)Uion ciu)si n hy 
each state and ihv f)istrict Columbia in t^stab- 
lishiri)^ a Section 1202 commission; fedtaai prn- 
grains assi^nied to it; the name, address anri 
lelephom* number of the commissif)n; the name 
an<l title of the printi]ia] stalf officer: and a 
cohminar sununm'y of the types of n'l^resentation. 
T lie j)rincipal staff officer in prac tically ev(M v slate 
was contacted by te]e[)hone to ^letermin<^ the 
accuracy of this information, hi many cases, 
arbitrary decisions iiail to be niach^ al)out classifica- 
tion of conunission meml)ers in terms of rrpicseiv 
lation. Notes have been [irovided within tiiv limits 
of available space to indicate some of t!)e complex- 
it i<s. but these do not always reveal iIm' fact that 
mefubers of a commission may be re])res<'ntative of 
i)oth tiie }^enio*al [>ublic and one or more types of 
institutions. Details from all of the territories were 
not received in tune to be iniludt^d in the 
tabulation. Briefly. tl;e commission in American 
Samoa is a n<*w lioaid for Higher Kdur'ation; the 
conmiission in (iuam :s an au^nifntalion of the 



Hoard of Regents of llu^ University of (Uiam; and 
ttie commission in Puerto Rico is an augmentation 
of the Council on Hit^her Kducation. 

The following' para^n-apbs provide a lieiu'ral descri()- 
tion of Section 1202 commissions in the various 
slates and tlu^ District of Columl)ia. States have 
iieen iiroupcti according to options chosen for 
meetintj criteria in Section 1202. 

NEW COMMISSIONS

Five of the 15 states Arizona, California, Dela- 
ware, Cieor^ia and South Dakota assigned all of 
the specifieil [iro^^iams of the Higher Kducation 
Act of 1905 (Sections 105, GO:^ ami 70 1} to ihe 
new commissions, as did the District of Columbia. 
Mi^ht slates Alabama. Kansas, Minnesota, Missis- 
sippi, \e\ada. Texas, Vt^monl and West Virginia 
assigned none of the programs to them, 'i'wo 
stales Nei>raska and New Hampsliin^ assi^^neti 
two uf the pro^i'ams to them (Sections G()3 and 
70 h. 

Membership on t]ies<^ <\)m missions ran^^s from 
nine in Alabanui to »Ki in Minnesota, 'riiree 
stat(\s l^elaware, Kansas and Nevada have com- 
missions widi n n.(Mnbeis; seven stales Arizona, 
Ce(;rti;a, Nt^braska, South Dakota.

Tw o stales Nevada and West X'irginia - have in- 
cluded all members of an existing board of regents 
on new eonimissioiis. !n each ease, the regents are 
viewed as fieing ri»pri'sentati\v of the general pul)lic 
and certain types of poslsirondary institutions. In 
Nevada, \) of 11 memiiers on the new eonimission 
are regents. In West \'irginia, 9 of 15 are regents. 

Kach of the various types of institutions in 
praetieally eveiy stati' has at least on(^ person wlu) 
has been ih^signatetl as represtMitalive of its int(M'- 
ests. In addition, some of the people elassifunl as 
publie nieml>ers in lerlain states are also viewed as 
representative of one or more types of institutions. 
Letters from sonn^ of tlu^ go\'ernors provided 
<letailed intorn\ation to show how l)at'kgiounds or 
interests of thi\se persons eould be ii'lat(Hl to the 
different segments of poslseeondary edueatioi^. 

EXISTING AGENCIES OR COMMISSIOMS 

States that di't ideii to designate existing ag'MUies 
or eommissions a.s Seet\on 12(12 eonimissions are 
C*onnet'tieut, Florida, Idaho, Illinois, [ndiana, 
Iowa, Louisiana, Maryland, Miehigan, Missouri, 
Montana. New Jersey, New Me\i( N(^w York, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon and 
\Vyomi!ig. 

Twelve of the states C'onncn tietit . Idaho, [lli- 
nois. Indiana, Louisiana, Mii lngau, Montana, Ni^w 
rJerses', New Mexieo. New York, Ohio and Ore- 
gon- assign eil all of the s[)eeified jirograms iSi e- 
tions 105, ()();i and 701 of the Higher Kducation 
Net of H)(i5^ to tlie Sei-tion 12t)2 rommissions. 
'I'hree stati»s Maryland, Oklaliojna and Nortli 
Dakota assigned none of ti'ie ))rograms to them. 
The other four states Florida. Iowa. Missouri and 
\Vyon\ing assigned two of th(^ programs U\ them 
(Sec tions and 70 1 ). 

The numbiT of members on tlu'se eommissions 
ranges from liglit in Idaho to 18 in New rJiMsey. 
Four states -Iowa, Ohio. Oklahojiua and Wyo- 
ming have ('r)mmissions with nine members: ninr 
states Florida, huliana. Maryland, .Nheliigan. Mis- 
souri, Montana, New Me\i<(). North f)al<t)ta and 
Ori^gon have (■ommissi<ms \v itli 10 to \ 'A ni(*mh(^rs: 



and four slates C'onnettieiil, llli!iois, Louisiana 

and New York have eommissions with 15 to 17 

niiMiihers. *rhe avi»rage for all 19 stales is 12 
memb<u*s. 

Keprese.ntatioji on tlu^se I'ommissions is generally 
v^ewe^i by governors of the various states as being 
adequate in terms )f legal re<[uirejuents. In seven 

stales Idaho, Indiana, Muhigan, New Mexieo, 

New York, Ohio and Oklahoma -no attempt was 
made in letters from govern:>rs to identify persons 
with types of institutii^ns. All members were 
viewed as being representative of the getieral-^uihlie 
and the various segments of postseeondary ecaua- 
tion. In 12 ^tate.s~ Conneetieut, Florida, Illinois, 
Iowa, Lmhsiana, Maryland. Missouri, Montana, 
New Jersey, North Dakota, Oregon and Wyo- 
ming some members yvere designated as represen- 
tative of thi^ general publie, while otiu'rs were 
identified with eertain types of institutions. 

AUGMENTED AGENCIES OR COMMISSIONS 

Statics that pr(»ferred to i-n^ate Seetion 1202 
eonnnissions by augnuMiting existing agencies or 
eommissi(ms are Arkansas, Hawaii, Nhiine, Massa- 
ehuse.tts, Pennsylvania, Rhode IslanrL South C aro- 
hna, Utah and Washington. 

Two of the nine stales Hawaii and Rhode lsh\nd - 
assigned all of the sf)eeified programs (Sections 
105. (>03 and 70 U Higher Kdueation Act of \\U\^) 
to the Seetion 1202 Commissions. Si.\ states 
Arkansas, Massaehuselts, [Vmisyjvunia, South 
Carolina. lUali and Washijigton assigned none of 
the programs to them. Maine assigned two of the 
programs t ) its eoniniission ( Sections 603 and 
701). 

The number of members on the resulting eommis* 
sions ranges from \ \ in Hawaii to 2S in Washing- 
ton. Two "states- Arkatisas and Maine hav(> eom- 
missions with 15 members; thr(^<^ states Massa- 
eiiusetts. l\»]insylvania ami lUah liavc commis-

In general, new members of these <'ommissions 
were designatetl for the purpose of inijiroving 
rei)rosi'iUation frotn the general public or certain 
typis of institutions, ]>articvdarly publie vocational 
st liO(}ls, private non))rofit institutions and proprie- 
tary institutions. More detailed inHirmation shows 
i\vr\i Arkansas augmenied the State Hoard of 
Higher Jvlucatioii with fivt^ persons, Hawaii aug- 
menteti tlu^ Hoard llegcnts of the I'niversity of 
Hawaii with lour jiprsoi^s; Maine augmented ihv 
Slate Hoard of Kdutalion with si.K persons: Massa-
